Hard Questions, Straight 
Answers On Measures A & B 


By Berl Hartman 


(This is the 5th in a series of 
articles explaining the issues in 
the special June 5 School and 
City Bond Election.) 


Q. Why does a city as small as 
Albany need a second swimming 
pool? 

A. The indoor pool at Albany 
High School is almost too sucess- 
ful, in that it is almost in con- 
stant use, and yet does not serve 
the needs of all the swimmers in 
our community. There are sev- 
eral youthful swim teams in Al 
bany who would like to train 
here, but are unable to because 
of the crowded swimming pool 
schedule. Also, because of the 
extremely high use of the pool, 
an excessive amount of chlorine 
is necessary to keep the water 
clean, and this often causes eye 
irritation. Many residents would 
welcome an outdoor pool which 
would require less chlorine. 


Q. Will Bond Measures A & B 
pay for rebuilding Marin School? 

A. No. Most of the money to 
rebuild Marin is coming from an 
emergency State loan that was 
granted early this year, How- 
ever, Marin will be 
grades K-5, instead of the previ- 
ous Kindergarten through Tth 
grades.
